: Secretary of War, and as pear as I can re - 
•.member, made application for this post on 
n regular printed form. The secretary said 
•.that ha would appoint mo if I could bring

isfvid I could do. Either Mrs. Belknap or 
itho Secretary told mo that tho present 
iradcrat the post, John S. Evans, was an 
applicant for rcappoinimcnt, and thai I bad 
better sec him, he being in tho city, as it
